Times have changed all over the world 


_since the last presidential election and 


people are not thinking along the same 
old lines they used to. Among other 
things, partisanship is almost dead, ex- 
cept among the politicians, who make 
their living by fanning the old flames of 
class. prejudice and fantastic fanticies 
and keeping partisanship alive. 

This scribe has been. looking over the 
field impartially, trying to find. a 'man 
who seemed to answer the purpose, and 
finds it very hard:. . Most of them avail- 


«om@ble.are politicians, and if there is ‘any 


one thing more’ than’ “andthér® we> have: 
come to hate and dispise in this world it 
is a politician.. Not one ont of a dozen 
has an honest drop of blood: in his body 
or an honest hair in his head.- And it 
makes no difference whether “he be Re- 
publican or Democrat, they appear to be 
pretty much all tarred with the same 
stick. 

We want a capable, honest, big-brained 
business man, who will take the bits in 
his teeth and manage the affairs of our 
government just exactly like he manages 
his own great be bee Nes affairs. Then 
the next question arises, where’is such 
a business man who is not a member of 
some gigantic trust or in some way bleed- 
ing the people in dishonest and dishonor- 
able way. ‘Such a man is hard to find. 
Most big business men are hand in glove 
with ‘‘Big Business,” which means the 
trusts and corporations which —are—rob- 
bing the people and have the politicians 
bought and paid for. 

The nearest to something of this kind 
we have heard mentioned so far is Her- 
bert Hooer. Herbert Hoover is a big 


man, a man of brains, ability a we 


believe, honesty. Whether he is. the man. 
the country wants; we do not know, but 
to. us he sounds better than any of those 
mentioned up to date. We do not know 
whether he is Republican or Democrat, 
and don’t care two straws if he is not 
either one. We are not either one, 
either, but are a mugwump, or maverick 
running unbranded upon the political 
range, and always intend to be from 
now on.

“T do not say that this vast volume 
of people are articulate in fixing the 
blame—they only. know that they, are 
suffering from the fact. ; 


‘‘Again, the people pereeivé issttes” af} 
stupendous domestic importance, like the’ 


railroad situation, which threatens a na- 
tional calamity,.on which it seems im- 
possible to get congressional action, 
while matters connected with the war 
that are now dead and gone are revived 
to waste time in endless discussion. 

“‘Many congressmen are so busy fight- 
ing the war over again in order to win 
it the way they think it should have been 
won that they have no time for any use- 
ful purpose. 

‘In view of all this the people believe 
that the partisan system is breaking 
down—that the life of the country and 
its industrial welfare calls for something 
above all this. In looking for a solution 
for their troubles they are rallying 
around Herbert Hoover as the great out- 
standing figure of peace and war that 
they believe will be the Moses to lead 
them to the promised land of patriotic 
and sane government! 

“‘The American people are amazed to 
observe that, while issues vital to every 
American home are paralyzed in. Con- 
gress, that august body—having lost all 
sense of proportion—is consuming days 
in debate as to whether one set of>men 
in the war should be, wearing one Colored 
gew-gaw or another colored gew-gaw.’’ 


One - of the president’s republican 
critics says he is more coneerned. about 
adulation than efficient public service. 
We regard that as a vile slander; If thd 
president really cared to have the public 
raye over him he would fire every mem- 
ber of his cabinet in four minutes.
